- The Union Spring* (Ala.) (?azeae of the 2Sd December, 
1868, gives the particulars of the murder of a Mr. J. by 
his slave boy Mitford. He bad been whipped, and chained 
np from Saturday to Monday, %nd, when released by his 
master, seized an axe and killed him. The negro made 
no attempt to escape, and no resistance when taken. A 
public meeting was called on Wednesday to consider the 
case, and by a unanitnons vote of the assembly it was 
resolved to burn him alive. “ That evening.” continues 
The Gazette, “at 3 o’clock, in the presence of 500 persons, 
he was chained to a tree and burned.” 

They closed those pleasant Christmas holidays of 1858 
in the same way in Troy, Ky. On the first day of last 
year, 1859, at the annual negro sales at Troy, Mr. James 
C ilaway, the brother-in-law of one Simon B. Thornhill, 
who, it seems, had been murdered by a slave in revenge 
for some punishment, mounted a box iu the street, and 
exhorted the people to do speedy justice upon the mur¬ 
derer, and closed by saying, “All that feel as I do will 
follow me.” Eight hundr d or a thousand followed him. 
They went to the jail, took ont the prisoner, and in the 
jail-yard itself drove down a stake, to which they chained 
bim hand and feet. Fine split wood was pSed around 
him, and he was miserably burned lo death. “ He gave,” 
says a correspimdeat of the Mayaville (Ky.) Eagle, “ some 
oi the most hideous scteains I ever beard come from any 
humsu being.” 

This closes our record ; for we have not yet heard of a 
case of slave-burning in the year 1860. These which we 
have given are, of course, only scattered oases ; for the 
list can only comprise those that we can turn to readily, 
and with little search. Donbtless, many mote have been 
published, and many have occurred which have never 
been pablisbed at all. Bat, very imperfect as the list is, 
we respectfully submit it to Messrs. Davis and Gartrell, 
aod to Southern Members of Congieffl generally, as a 
guide to them in anything they may have to say on Ibis 
topic in future.— Tribune.

This speech will do much to qnench that growing zeal.

These very qualities, however, are the ones which will 
commend Mr. Seward to the leaders of the party, who 
will shape the nomination. Their error, we think, lire in 
taking it for granted that they are snre of the anti-slavery 
voters-of tbe North, and that all they can seenre of the 
pro-slavery ones, by coming as near to their level as they 
can, will be so much gainrf. They are more likely to 
lose tiie first, without gaining the last. Why did Colonel 
Fremont draw such hosts after him in the North? It 
was becanse the voters verily belifeved that he stood for 
the extremret idea of political anti-slavery. Tbe speeches 
in his behalf were anti-slavery ones in essence. The 
splinter of a platform was scarcely thongbt of and hardly 
ever mentioned. And thus a fiery entbusiaem was aronsed 
which swept all before it. Very possibly it was ill- 
founded. Bat nobody conid say it was, for he bad made 
no beyond his acceptance of tbe nomination. This 
canoot be ^one in the case of Mr Seward. His speech 
is scattered by hundreds of thonsands over the country, 
and soon will be by millions. Every one will know jnst 
where be is, and we cannot imagine an eloqaenre fiery 
enough to excite a flame of enthusiasm for him.

been said in Prance as elsewhere that in lands where 
democracy rules, the people never raise themselves Intel- 
leotually above a certain point, by no means a high one; 
and that if ignorance be uakuowa among them, so are 
great capacities also. This, iu reality, is one of the 
defects of democracy, bnt it exists only in certain limits. 
There are two spheres in American Democracy. One, 
exclusively political and religious, feeds on popularity, 
and lives and dies in mediocrity; the other, eminently 
social, is recruited fr«m among men of various employ¬ 
ments and callings, merchants, mechanics, literati, among 
Protestant ministers of liberal tendencies, and raises itself 
to the level of the superior men in Europe. It is from 
the ranks of these last that Emerson, Theodore Parker, 
Wendell Phillips—each an honor to America — have 
sprung. Wendell Phillips was known to tbe public only 
by hia views on slavery. It is be who, in company with 
Garrison, was the pioneer of the Anti-Slavery movement 
in Boston twenty years ago. This movement has since 
extended in the North and West, where the sect connts 
Dumerons partisans. Till lately I never beard Wendell 
Phillips except in his philippics addressed to the partisans 
of slavery ; and if I admired tbe vigorous, aggressive 
eloquence of these satires, I had, I must confess, bnt little 
esteem for his political views. In this I was iqistakeo. I 
did not enongh consider that men of ardent elcqucnce are 
rarely in the condnet of the State, and that credit shonld 
be given them for the part they actnally fulfil in the pro¬ 
gressive movement of the age, wilhont demanding more 
than they have to give. It is, moreover, in the nature of 
the orator to carry to excess bis indigDatioB against evil, 
and to see all that borders on it tbrongh a medium of gall 
and bitterness. Men are orators only at this price. Their 
vision IB falsified by the very light in which they see the 
objects of which they treat, and this explains the incor¬ 
rectness of their discourses. 

Borne upwards on the waves of that Abolition sect 
of which the doctrine is immediate emancipation for tte 
blick iu the bosom of the American Confederacy, the 
reputation of Wendell Phitllpe ho'! grown with it, and 
finally receives the highest sanction—that of those chosen 
ones whose approbation only makes in the end the trne— 
to wit, tbe durable—sneegB*- This sanction declared itself 
last week in a most brilliant manner at tbe HaU of the 
Oooper’t InstituU, on the delivery of a historical dtsconrae 
on the celebrated Touteaint L’Omtriure. Wendell Phillips, 
who had till then been thought tbe mere man of a sect, 
now showed himself, by the order and arrangement of his 
ideas, by the clearness of his style, by the sobriety of his 
gestnres and tbe distinction of his manners, a man of high- 
breeding, a man of the world and a man of talent—con¬ 
jointly a passport to any society in any nation. 

We wonid not swear to the exactitnde of his historical 
{esearcbes. Who wonid be astonished when the Aboli¬ 
tionist whose years wear on in harness proves loo much 
for the historian ? Bnt we are not aware that Mr. Phil¬ 
lips claims to be snob. It would not be accepted if be 
did. A man of principle and a man of character, those 
honors are enongh amply to supply tbe place of the other. 
When be arrives at tbe conolnaion that Toutaaint is supe¬ 
rior to Cromwell, Napoleon, Washington and Lafayette, 
be is no historian ; be does bnt color his portrait to soil 
his imsginalion. Forcing tbe scattered facts nf so iqcom- 
plete biography through the prism of bis principles, he 
gives not tbe real Toasaalot L’Oovertnre—not a man, 
but a type. Whatever may be thooght of this variation 
of the personage and this violence done to the truth, the 
eminent talent of Mr. Phillips served as a passport to bis 
ideas.

We have kept our readers informed, from time to time, 
of the progress of the straggle between the friends and 
tbe enemies of Dr. Cheever in the Church of the Puritans ; 
I and now we have intelligence to communicate that oan- 
I not fail to gratify the friends of an nntrammelled Pulpit 
' everywhere. At the annual meeting of the Society, oo 
Monday evening last, three vscaociee in tbe Board of 
Trustees were filled by frienda of Dr. Cheever, after a 
revere straggle, in which bis enemies exerted their whole 
Btrengtb. In the Oiureh, where the right to vote is inci¬ 
dental to simple membership, depending' not at all upon 
any peonniary qualification. Dr. Cheever has been sus¬ 
tained by an effective majority from the first moment that 
bis proslavery enemies attempted to drive him from hia 
pulpit. But in the Society, embraoiiig both church-mem¬ 
bers and Don-oharch-memberp, and wherein the right to 
vote in the election of Trustees is coufioed to tbe pew- 
holders, the lines have never been fslrlyijrawn until now. 
A considerable number of the opponents of Dr. Cheever, 
though worshipping elsewhere, have retained poeseasion 
of their pews in the (Church of tbe Puritans, iu the hope 
that, by comblulng with certain elements of disaffcation 
yet remaining within tbe camp, and availing them'.elvre 
of tbe aid and sympathy of such eocleslastioal polilioians 
and trimmers aa Doctors Thompson and Bacon, they 
might, even if they should be auable by direct vote to 
turn him ont of the pulpit, yet mike bis position so un¬ 
comfortable as at length to consfraiu bim to rreigu. Tbe 
majority of the Trustees (a body naually chosen for their 
fioancial rather than moral weight) were either open or 
secret enemies of tho pastor, and, instead of cooperatiug 
with bim in good faith, they have done much to auuoy aud 
embarrass him. Their hope evidently baa been that, by 
keeping the Church and Society iu a perpetual broil, they 
might atleogth exhaust the patience of Dr. Cheever and 
bis friends, aod drive bim from bis position. Their 
public denuDciation of toe effort to colleot iu Great Bri¬ 
tain the meaua neceseary to overcome tbe embarrasemente 
resaUing from their own dog-in-the-mauger poliey re¬ 
vealed their auimus clearly enough. 

Tbe final straggle between the parties, as we have said, 
ocourred oo Monday evening lost, and resulted In tbe 
triumph of Dr. Cbaever’s frieuds. Three vacancies in tbe 
Board of Trnatees having been filled by hia snpportera, 
tbe majority of that body are now friendly to him. The 
nnlriendly members will probably resign, so that the 
Cbnrch of the Puritans and the Society connected there¬ 
with are at last completely redeemed from tbe role of 
Cotton Hnnkerism. Many of Dr. Oheever’s friends, who 
bad not dreamed that their right to vote conid be qnes- 
lipned, were sd tbe last moment excluded from the ballot- 
box upon teobnical gronods; in oonaequence of which 
the vote was a olore one. The Doctor’s euemies had evi¬ 
dently formed their plans with skill, tbe Tteasnrer of the 
Society cooperating with them and neglecting to coUeol 
the pew-rents of members, so that there might be legal 
ground to prevent them from voting! The majority 
re^rt of tbe old Trnsteea, condemning Dr. Cheever and 
the mission of Miea Joboitone to England, was rejected, 
and that of the minority adopted. The friends of Dr. 
Cheever in England will see how bard a battle he has bad 
to fight and bow narrow has been his escape from a defeat

They are honest, 
indastriona, and are respected by the white regents of 
the place. A few of them speak English with wonderful

It affords ns pleasure to announce that John Brown, the 
•lored man of whose recent abduction from Lancaster 
Co., Pa., we gave an account from a correspondent last 1 
week, has been rescued and brought back to his home. 
The Lancaster Eipren gives the following report of the 
affair as related by the kidnapped man himself: 

“John Brown says that on Friday night, the 2d of 
March, between 9 and 10 o’clock, Franklin Wilson, Gilmer 
Hall and two other men, whose names he does not know, 
but whom he could recognize if he should see them again, 
came to his house and took him prisoner. They charged 
him with being concerned in a robbery, and said they 
with the “ Radical Abolitionists ” (the 1 ““®‘ t*^® ¥“ J? 
noite w ..i™ j .-I him and bring him back on the next day. He states that 

they then took him out into the woods and put him into a 
carriage. Frank Wilson, with two other men, got in the 
carriage ; and after going a short distance, (Wilson got out. 
Before putting him in, they tied him. One of the men 
said he was his master and would take him to Virginia ; 
they told him if he did not keep quiet they would blow 
him through, and pointed pistols at him. Bdward Mackey 
got into the carriage after Wilson got out, and they drove 
him (Brown) to McCall’s Ferry, where they kept him tied 
in a garret, at Fisher’s tavern, all the next day. Brown 
says he told Fisher he was a free man ; Fisher replied 
‘ never mind, they won’t huit yon.’ 

“ In the evening, about 7 or 8 o’clock, Fisher came up 
into the garret and told the men who had Brown, they 
might bring him down, ‘ he had got the people all out of 
the bar-room.’ They then took him across the river and 
on to Baltimore, in the same carriage they had started 
with. After reaching Baltimore, be was lodged in a jail, 
and left there for six or seven hours ; he was then moved 
to another jail, where the keepers asked where he was 
from. He told them he was raised in Chester County, 
Pa., by a man named John Baldwin, and that be was a 
free negro, never having been a slave. The keeper then 
said he would have nothing to do with him, unless they 
could identify him as a slave. 

■‘After he had been some time in this jail,_ 

I name of Wm. Bond came in, who had been acquainted 
with Brown, and at once recognized him. Bond told the 
keepers of this jail, or slave-pen, that Brown was a free 
mao, and prevailed npon them to let him go. They sent 
with him the following written statement: 

" ‘ Baltihobe, March 6,1860. 

“ ‘ The bearer of this, John Brown, ia supposed to be 
free man, brought here by some men and offered for sale 
as a slave, and we, believing him to have been kidnapped, 
send him back to Lancaster County, where he says he 
came from. Joseph S. Doxovan.’ 

“ We learn that Hall, Wilson and a man by the name 
of Mackey had been arrested, one of them lying in jail 
and one held to bail in the sum of $10,000.”

The second series of Anti-Slavery Conventions now in 
progress in this State, under the auspices of the American 
Anti-Slavery Society, began, with cheering success, st 
Port Byron. Another correspondent has given yon 
account of that Convention. It was fully eqnal, in point 
of interest and nnmbers, to any of the Conventions pre¬ 
viously held during the winter. Mr. Pillsbdrt, Miss 
Anthont and onr anli-slavery friends in Port Byron 
highly gratified and encouraged. 

At Weedsport, the Convention assembled in Hamilton 
Hall, and in tbe evenings was largely attended. A large 
proportion of those in attendance were intelligent, tbongbt- 
ful people and interested listeners, with, however, a mar¬ 
gin of tbe other sort Disturbed somewhat by tbe pic¬ 
tures drawn in our Conventions, which, like a faithful mir¬ 
ror, reflected their own images, these champions of the 
“ peculiar Institution,” tbe “ mud-sills” of Weedsport, 
effectually interrupted, by boisterous and mobocratic 
demonstrations, tbe progress of oar discussions, towards 
close of the last evening session. Bat tbey “ builded 
better than they knew,” serving, by their ungenerous con¬ 
duct,' to awaken an nnnsnal degree of interest in onr behalf j 
throughout the whole community.
